To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I966,  to 
v/hich  is  appended  the  Annual  Report  in  respect  of  the  Borough  of  wonlock  for  I965 
and  for  the  first  tliree  months  of  I966.  (The"Salop  Order,  I966"  required  tkit  the 
Report  for  this  15-month  period  by  presented  to  this  Authority). 

Brief  mention  of  some  points  from  the  various  sections  of  the  main  Report 
may  be  helpful  at  this  stage  by  way  of  introduction. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.D. A. Panphilon, 
has  been  entirely  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the  sections  on 
Environmental  Hygiene,  Housing,  and  Food  Supervision. 

1.  On  1st  April,  I966,  under  the  terms  of  the  "Salop  Order,  I966",  the  boundaries 
of  the  Rural  District  were  extended  to  include  some  16,859  acres  of  the  Borough  of 
Nonlodc.  The  estimatod  population  of  the  enlarged  District  at  mid-1966  was  18,880, 
an  increase  of  4>990  on  the  corresponding  estimate  for  the  old  District  at  mid-1965. 

The  Health  Statistics  for  the  year  are  all  very  satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate 
is  well  above  the  I966  average  for  England  and  Wales;  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and 
the  Stillbirth  Rate  are  both  'well  below  the  average,  the  latter  being  particularly 
low. 


2.  Apart  from  97  cases  of  Measles,  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  was  pleasingly  low.  A total  of  II4  notif icatioiis  was  received  during  the 
year. 

3.  Work  on  the  Joint  High  Level  VJater  Supply  Scheme  v;as  commenced  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  Phase  I (the  joint  neadv/orks)  v;as  almost  completed,  and  considerable 
progress  v/as  made  on  the  distribution  system  of  Phase  2.  It  is  disappointing  that 
economical  considerations  threaten  to  delay  and  curtail  the  final  phase  of  the 
Scheme,  as  a pure  water  supply  is  urgently  required  in  the  areas  to  be  served. 

Tlie  Alveley  Sev;erage  Scheme  v;as  virtually  completed  by  the  close  of  the  year  and 
functioning  satisfactorily.  Remedial  Y/orks  at  the  Broseley  and  Much  Wenlock  disposal 
units  produced  improved  effluents,  and  v/ork  commenced  on  the  extensions  to  the  Much 
Wenlock  v/orks.  Efforts  to  improve  the  imsatisfactory  effluents  at  the  Highley  and 
Lardington  disposal -Y/orks  continued.  It  would  appear  that  little  improvement  can 
bo  expected  in  the  lardington  effluent  until  the  proposed  land-irrigation  system 
materialises. 


4.  T\7elve  Council  d.;ellings  were  completed  during  the  year  at  V/orficld  (8 
bungalows  and  a block  of  4 flats  for  elderly  persons),  and  a further  113  Yuiits  of 
accommodation  were  in  course  of  construction  by  31st  December  at  Broseley(llO  miits) 
and  at  Hallon  (3  units).  Private  development  continued  at  a high  rate.  80  houses 
vero  coaploted  during  the  tY.’elve  months  and  a further  I4I  v;ere  under  construction 
at  31st  December. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report,  and  in  particular  to  Ito.D. A. Pamphilon, 
Mr.A. J.Benbov;  and  Mrs. J. Teed,  our  Clerical  Assistant.  The  assistance  afforded  to 
mo  in  the  ‘preparation  of  the  Appendix  by  Mr. J.L.BIcFall  (Formerly  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  the  Borough  of  V/enlock)  is  also  gratefully  aclcno'wledged,

1.  POPULilTION 


The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  District  at  mid- 
1966  was  18,880,  This  is  a weighted  average  of  the  mid-year  population  before 
and  after  the  bo\mdary  change  which  took  place  on  1.4. 66.  The  natural  increase 
in  population,  i.e.  the  difference  betiveen  the  number  of  live  births  and  the 
number  of  deaths,  was  144 . 


2.  BIRTHS 

(a)  LIVE  BIRTHS 

There  were  359  live  bii'ths  in  the  area  in  1966,  of  which  27  v;ere  illegitimate 

(7.554). 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  (standardised  for  comparison  with  the 
corresponding  Rate  for  other  areas  of  the  Country)  was  I9.O  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which  is  v/ell  above  the  avera.ge  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 

1966  of  17.7.

(b)  STILLBIRTHS 


There  were  only  3 Stillbirths  in  the  district  in  I966,  giving  a Stillbirth 
Rate  per  1,000  total  births  (i.e.  live  births  and  stillbirths  combined)  of  8.3.

3 . BE/xTFiS 

There  were  215  deaths  in  the  area  during  I966,  the  various  causes  of  v/hich 
are  detailed  in  the  Annual  Return  of  the  Registrar -General  which  appears  belov/. 

Conditions  affecting  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  accounted  for  89 
deaths  (41.4?'^  of  the  total),  and  malignant  disease  was  responsible  for  47  deaths 
(21.9f.>). 


The  Standardised  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  12. 5>  which  is  a 
little  higher  than  the  corresponding  average  for  England  and  .ales  of  11. 7.

Cn'IIiaAL  PROVISION  OE  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREk. 


1.  HOSPITAL  AND  SPECI.iLIST  SERVICES 


All  hospitals  in  the  area  are  administered  by  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  through  its  Hospital  Llanagement  Committees. 

The  general  hospitals  most  easily  accessible  to  inhabitants  of  the  Rural 
District  are  those  at  Bridgnorth,  Kidderminster,  Shrev/sbury  and  Wolverhampton.  All 
provide  out-pa-tient  and  in-patient  facilities.  Similar  facilities  are  also 
provided  at  the  smaller  hospitals  at  Broseley  and  Much  Henlock. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospitals  at 
Wolverhampton  or  Shrewsbury,  and  patients  7/ith  Ttiberculosis  receive  initial 
treatment  at  Copthorne  Hospital  or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

Tlie  chronic  sick  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  generally  admitted  to  one  of 
the  following  Institutions?  New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton;  East  Hamlet  Hospital, 
Ludlow;  Shifnal  Hospital;  The  Beeches  Hospital,  Ironbridge.

(a)  Child  welfare 

There  are  three  child  welfare  clinics  in  the  District  \/here  afternoon  sessions 
are  held  each  month  as  follows? -

Victoria  Institute,  Broseley  - 1st,  3rd  and  Th-ursdays 

British  Legion  Hall,  Much  Wenlock  - 2nd  and  l^h  Tuesdays 

Other  Child  W'elfare  Clinics,  accessible  to  those  in  various  parts  of  the 
District,  are  held  at  Bridgnorth  v/elfare  Centre  (weekly)  and  Cleobury  Mortimer 
Parish  Hall  (fortnightly). 

(b)  Vfelfare  Foods 

The  National  Welfare  Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod-Liver  Oil, 
and  Vitamin  'A'  and  'D'  tablets)  are  available  at  the  Welfare  Centres  d\iring  Clinic 
hours,  and  at  various  conveniently  situated  distribution- points  throu^out  the 
District. 

( c)  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing’,  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  District  is  ./ell  served  by  full-time  and  part-time  staff  of  the  County 
Health  Department. 
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(d)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  the  Cointy  Council's  Scheme,  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and 
Immunisation  against  Diptueria,  V.Tio oping- Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  may  be 
carried  out  by  arrangement  uith  a general  practitioner,  or  at  any  Child  '"welfare 
Centre,  by  appointment. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  each  year  to  all  children  aged 
11-13  years  Y/ho  are  found  by  preliminary  testing  to  require  this  protection.  Only 
very  fen  parents  refuse  their  consent  for  this  procedure,  which  is  carried  out  at 
the  schools. 

( e)  Ambulance  Service 


The  Central  Ambulance  Department  for  the  County  is  in  Shrewsbury  (Telephone 
No. Shrewsbury  6331)  to  which  all  requests  for  an  ambulance  should  be  made. 

(f)  Domestic  Help  Service 

The  service  of  a domestic  help  is  available,  in  the  words  of  the  Act,  for 
"any  person  v/ho  is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age".  Enquiries  regarding  this  service  are  dealt  v;ith 
at  the  Domestic  Help  Office,  Bridgnorth  v/olfare  Centre  (Telephone  No. Bridgnorth 
3073)  on  Mondays,  Jednesdays  and  Fridays  bet.veen  2.15  4*30  p.m.  This  is  the 

only  Domestic  Help  office  in  the  District.

JOINT  HIGH  HEVHL  HlTIR  SUPPLY  SCMEi 


The  area  to  be  supplied  by  this  scheme  is  the  upland  parishes  to  the  Uest  of 
the  District. 


..ater  will  be  taken  from  the  Elan  Aqueduct  whence  it  will  be  pumped  to  a 
storage  reservoir  at  Corele^'’  and  fed  by  gravity  to  the  distribution  system  after 
chlorinat ion. 


Progress  to  date  is  as  follows-; - 

Contract  I being  the  joint  head.vorks  has  generally  been  completed  and  put  into 
operation. 

Contract  2 being  part  of  tho  distribution  system  is  due  to  be  completed  in  I968 
and  considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

It  vras  the  intention  of  the  Last  Shropshire  j'ater  Board  in  19^5  to  commence  the 
final  contract  about  July,  196?  with  completion  in  I969.  It  is  therefore 
disappointing  to  note  that  the  Board  are  now  considering  delaying  the  Contract  on 
economic  grounds.  It  would  appear  that  the  Board  will  only  be  providing  branch 
mains  where  these  are  considered  to  be  economically  possible.  The  Council  will,  no 
doubt,  wish  to  consider  their  future  XDolicy,  having  regard  to  the  scattered  nature 
of  many  properties  in  this  area. 


Existing  water  supplies  in  this  area  are  generally  lacking  in  quality  and 
quantity,  and  the  early  completion  of  the  system  is  urgently  required. 

LO./  LEVEL  ;nTER  SUPPLY  SCHEIVE 


The  above  ocheme  which  v/as  completed  in  I962  now  serves  some  20  parishes  within 
the  District. 

Water  for  tho  Scheme  is  taken  from  the  Elan  Aqueduct  at  five  ‘points  v/here  it  is 
chlorinated  and  distributed  by  gravity. 

Reports  from  the  engineer  to  the  East  Shropsliire  ./ater  Board  show  that  ’./ater 
supplied  to  tho  District  is  being  adequately  chlorinated. 

CUiV^E^LSY,  .;0RPI£LD  hlTD  RDDGE 


These  parishes  are  ‘within  the  Statutory  area  of  the  ./olverhampton  ./ater 
Undertaking  and  the  main  centres  of  population  are  v/ell  served.  Tho  water  comes 
from  boreholes  at  Hilton  where  it  is  ciilorinated  and  distributed  throughout  the 
parishes. 

Reports  from  the  '.olverhampton  .ater  Engineer  show  that  T.^ator  su]pplied  to  the 
District  is  adequately  chlorinated.. 

Ho  further  action  is  to  bo  taken  for  the  time  being  in  relation  to  tho 
jprovision  of  a main  in  the  Parmcote  area,  as  the  Parish  Council  v/ore  of  the  opinion 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  financial  support  forthcoming  from  potential  consumers 
and  the  provision  of  a main  in  this  area  ‘would  not  therefore  be  an  economical 
proposition  at  this  time.

Regular  routine  sampling  of  'public  mains  supjDlies  is  carried  out  to  ensure  that 
chlorination  has  been  effective  and  that  no  pollution  has  occurred  in  the  course  of 
dis'cribution. 

Samples  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Slire'wsbury  for 
bacteriological  examination.  A swnmary  of  the  reports  received  during  I966  is  as

It  lias  not  Doen  possible  during  the  year  to  carry  out  to  tho  same  extent  the 
routine  sampling  of  mains  supplies  as  has  been  done  in  previous  years. 

The  importance  of  this  routine  control  of  mains  uatcr  supplies  must  again  bo 
emphasised,  especially  in  an  area  yhere  the  mains  are  so  v/idespread.  As  the  Joint 
nigh  Levol  Scheme  comes  into  operation,  previous  experience  has  sho-..Ta  that  tiiis 
nill  require  sjiecial  attention. 

(^)  -Private  Supplies 

Sampling  of  private  supplies  is  not  undertaken  as  a routine,  but  many 
requests  are  made  for  samples  to  bo  taken  r/hcre  nev/  houses  arc  built  or  improvement 
grants  arc  required. 

Such  sampling  proved  that  11  supplies  wore  unsatisfactory.  In  these  cases 
endeavours  are  ma.de  to  trace  the  source  of  pollution  until  satisfactory  results  are 
obtained. 

AS  a result  of  sampling  private  supplies,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  advise 
39  householders  to  boil  all  vrator  before  it  -jas  used. 

A private  estate  supply  serving  18  properties  and  4 Council  houses  at  The 
Honcypot,  Barrow  v/as  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
work  is  in  x'>^og3:ess  to  prevent  pollution  affecting  the  springs. 

Further  sampling  will  bo  undertaken  as  \.’ork  proceeds. 


oE/HhiGE  AID  SE/AGE  DISPOSAL 


There  are  eight  ]public  se'weragG  schemes  within  t!ie  Council’s  area,  at  Broseley 
(2),  Alveloy,  Clavorley,  Eardington,  HigliLey,  Much  Uenlock  and 'Vorfiold. 

Alveley  - The  Scheme  for  the  present  contract  was  virtually  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  year  cxcciDt  for  a small  length  of  branch  so\7er. 

Broseley  - Considerable  v.'orks  of  Eiiprovement  have  boon  made  during  the  year  at  the 
Pish  liouao  and  Dark  Lane  v;orks,  resulting  in  an  improvement  in  the  effluents  and 
easier  maintenance. 

Lard  in, gb  on  - Tho  works  are  still  subject  to  overloading  and  an  Ccirly  opportunity 
should  bo  taken  to  pursue  the  proposed  scheme  to  irrigate  the  effluent  on  land 
adjoining  the  ./orks.  The  offluont  disciiarges  to  a stream  ./hich  in  the  Simimor  months 
has  no  dilution,  and  it  is  therefore  important  to  produce  as  good  on  effluent  as 
possible. 

Ilighl&.V  - Difficulties  are  still  being  experienced  at  this  v;orks  in  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  effluent.  As  this  ./orks  has  nov7  reached  its  design  capacity, 
consideration  will  have  to  be  givoii  to  extensions  to  deal  v/itli  tho  increased 
numbers  of  connoctions  from  house  building. 
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LTach  ./onlock  - An  iTiprovoinont  in  tho  effluent  produced  hG.s  been  achieved  din:irig 
the  year  but  the  v;orics  are  still  subject  to  overloading  by  surface  v;ater  v;hich  no 
doubt  jains  access  to  the  soT/ers  in  Much  /onlock.  The  position  '/ill  be  greatly 
improved  \;hcn  the  extensions  to  the  \;orks,  noY;  in  course  of  construct.. on,  together 
eith  the  planned  improvements  to  the  sev/ers,  are  completed.

Homer  - A scheme  to  serve  this  villa.gc  has  been  approved,  and  tenders  for  the 
necessary  works  wore  invited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

i..ckloton  and  Stableford  - The  Minister  has  approved  a scheme  of  se\;orage  and 
scv;age  disposal  for  t.his  area  but  it  has  been  held  up  on  economic  grounds. 

Morvillo  - Ho  further  progress  can  be  reported  v/ith  the  Sc.houe  for  this  village, 
principally  because  the  Council  are  a./aiting  a planning  permission 

Hilton  - It  \.'a3  intended  tloat  this  hamlet  ./ould  be  provided  v/ith  so.’orage  facilities 
in  conjunction  v/ith  a new  v/orks  for  .Jorficld  and  probably  Wyken.  Unfortunately  the 
scheme  VYas  suspended  in  I963  o\;ing  to  difficulty  in  negotiating  the  acquisition  of 
a site.  It  is  hoped  that  renewed  efforts  may  be  made  in  this  direction  in  the  near 
future. 

Cher  ley  - A scheme  for  this  village  lias  been  prepared  in  draft  and  has  boon 
progranmed  to  follov/  Stottosdon  Schomo.

PRIVATE  3E..HCL'  DISPOSAL 

An  increasing  number  of  septic  tanks  are  being  provided  in  the  District  oa.ch 
year,  the  periodic  emptying  of  i/liich  is  essential  for  thoir  correct  maintenance. 

This  v7ork  is  carried  out  in  the  area  by  a private  firm,  but  many  requests  for  this 
service  have  been  received  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

It  is  unfoi’tune-tely  true  tliat  householders  generally  neglect  this  maintensuico 
and  require  the  service  quidcly  when  a serious  nuisance  has  arisen. 

Tlio  main  obstacle  to  the  Council  providing  such  a service  is  tlio  disposal  of  the 
contents  of  tanl:s,  ;;hich  could  only  be  undertaken  at  a sov.'age  disposal  v/orks  of 
adequate  size. 

The  Go’oncil  v/ill  be  considering  providing  such  a disposal  point  . hen  a suitable 
v/orks  is  constructed.

TIig  Council  continued  to  collect  refuse  from  all  parishes  "by  direct  labour 
throughout  the  year,  a weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  more  densely  populated 
areas  and  a fortnightly  collection  in  the  outlying  areas.  It  is,  of  course, 
impracticable  to  collect  from  certain  isolated  and/or  inaccessible  ijroperties. 

In  an  endeavoirc  to  provide  an  improved  refuse  collection  service,  the  Council 
have  approved  in  the  first  instance  a pilot  scheme  for  a paper  sack  collection  in 
the  villages  of  Ghclmarsh,  ^Li-ardington  and  Ilighlcy  and  surroimding  districts.  If 
this  scheme  should  prove  to  be  satisfactory,  additional  schemes  v.'ill  be  brought  into 
operation  over  a phased  period. 

In  addition,  the  Council  have  given  instructions  tha,t  a \;ork  study  be 
implemented  to  report  on  the  service. 

Rofiiso  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  land,  the  tips  being  situated  at  Alvclcy, 
Sroseloy,  Litton  Prioi-s,  Hi^iley,  Kinlet  (mine  shaft)  and  dtretton  '.7estv;ood. 


The  disposal  of  refuse  by  this  method  is  undoubtedly  attractive  from  the 
economic  point  of  viev;,  but  ;;horo  it  is  carried  out  on  scattered  tips  many  public 
health  problems  arise.  For  this  method  to  be  accepted  in  the  future,  a central  site 
must  be  acquired  uhere  properly  controlled  tipping  can  ho  carried  out. 

F..GTo:dij;s  ACT,  1961 

A local  authority  is  responsible,  by  the  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Factory 
Act,  1961,  for  ensuring  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  sanitary  accommodation  in 
factories  ./here  mechanical  pov.’cr  is  used.  In  the  case  of  factories  vdiore  mechcnical 
poeer  is  not  used  the  general  v;orking  conditions  are  also  supervised. 

At  the  end  of  I966  there  acre  54  factories  on  the  Register,  all  using  mechanical 
pea or. 

It  has  only  proved  possible  to  carry  out  inspections  of  10  factories  during  the 
year  as  time  had  to  he  devoted  to  administering  other  legislation  . It  should  he 
pointed  out  here  that  visits  are  made  to  factories  by  H.  M,  Factory  Inspectorate  'aho 
refer  any  relevant  contraventions  of  the  Act  to  this  Authority.  (Soe  Statutory 
Report  on  last  page  of  Report). 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  MD  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963. 


The  above  Act  is  described  as  an  Act  to  make  fresh  provision  for  securing  health 
safety  and  nclfare  of  persons  caiploycd  to  rork  in  offices  or  shop  premises  and 
certain  rail'.:ay  promises. 

Imploycrs  of  such  persons  are  required  to  register  their  promises  v/ith  the 
Council,  and  there  arc  non  III  premises  on  the  Register.  Tlic  majority  of  these 
jpremises  have  nov;  been  visited,  and  any  contraventions  have  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  occupiers  by  letter.  A great  deal  of  co-operation  has  been  achieved 
and  many  suggested  improvements  have  boon  carried  out  but  much  o'ork  remains  to  he 
done  in  this  field. 

AGiUCruLTbRE  (3....F:rrY,  iIE;-.LTH  .dTD  ’.TILF.-.RE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Sections  3 and  5 oT  ‘the  oihovo  Act  place  a duty  on  Local  Authorities  in 
connection  \;ith  the  provisions  of  sanitary  convcnioncos  on  farms  where 
agricultiaral  v/orkers  ore  employed. 

Specific  visits  are  not  made  to  agriciiltural  holdings  for  this  purpose  but 
when  such  promises  are  visited,  the  subject  is  borne  in  mind.

Tho  above  Act  provides  for  a systoa  of  licensing  and  inspection  by  Local 
Authorities  of  any  ostablishLiont  at  nhich  a business  of  providing  ace ouiiiioda tier, 
for  cats  and  dogs  is  carried  on.  The  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January 
1964  and  6 es tabl isliii on 1 3 are  licensed  by  tho  Council. 


PEST  COITTROL 

Tho  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires  a Local  Authority  -to 
inspect  all  preraises  in  their  district,  and  to  ensure  that  any  infeotcotions  of  rats 
and  mice  are  dealt  •;;ith  by  tho  authority,  (or  by  the  occupier  in  the  case  of  trade 
and  agricultural  premises) . 

263  requests  to  deal  v;ith  infestations  (an  increase  of  43‘/^  ovv^r  last  year)  ucre 
made  to  the  Department  from  nouseholders,  farmers  and  tradespeople  during  tho  course 
of  the  year. 

All  Council  owned  properties  including  tips  and  sewage  disposal  rrorks,  are 
regularly  inspected  and  treated  for  infestations,  Itiblic  sev/ors  in  tiie  district 
are  test-baited  annually  and  treated  where  necessary. 

Particularly  heavy  infestations  of  rats  have  been  found  in  sorac  lengths  of 
se'./ers  in  Brosolej’-  and  more  attention  v/ill  be  given  to  this  problem  during  tho 
forthcoming  year.

V/arfarin  resistance  is  now  widespread  over  a largo  area  of  'Jalos  and 
Shropshire  - but  not  in  this  district. 

In  an  attempt  to  halt  the  spread  of  Viarfarin  resistant  rats,  tho  Ministry  of 
ii.grtcul'curc,  fisheries  and  Pood  have  formed  './hat  is  knov/n  as  a '’Containeaont  Area", 
being  an  area  some  2 miles  wide  around  the  resistance  area.  In  this  area  any 
infestations  arc  being  dealt  with  by  acute  acting  poisons. 

That  part  of  tho  Containmont  Area  \/ithin  this  District  includes  parts  of  tho 
parishes  of  Ditton  Priors,  Stanton  Long,  Shipton  and  Easthopo, 

Complaints  './ore  received  during  tho  year  regarding  tho  nuaber  of  pigeons  in 
I.hich  'Icnlook.  Those  birds  wore  a,  serious  nuisance  and  a possible  danger  to  health. 

A certain  ai-iount  of  success  ’.vas  achieved  in  eradicating  them.  Unfcrtunatcly 
the  population  is  again  iiicroasing  and  further  moasuros  ;/ill  be  talcon  to  deal  with 
them  in  . 


ShTOIIITG  POOLS 


There  is  one  privately  o.vnod  open-air  sv/imming  pool  in  tho  area  which  is  open 
to  tnc  public,  and  is  also  used  by  organised  parties  of  school  chilcbcon. 

Tho  v/atcr  is  supplied  from  a borehole,  and  is  treated  by  chlorination, 
filtration  and  aeration. 
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During  the  year  15  3.iiiplos  of  .rater  tale  on  from  the  pool  proved  on 
bacteriological  aiialvsis  to  bo  satisfactory.  6 ssmiples  v;cro  not  up  to  tiio  stc^ndard 
required  and  appropriate  advice  nas  given  to  the  operator. 

The  Sv.'imming  pool  at  Ivluch  -Jenlock  Secondary  Modern  Scliool  v;as  supervised  by 
the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  \’oar,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  pool, 
together  with  the  pools  at  .hrfiold  Church  of  England  School  and  the  City  of 
Coventry  School,  iieen  Savage,  rill  receive  regular  visits  and  sampling  in  the 
forthcoming  year  by  this  Authority.

confirmed  the  Bridgnorth  ( Alvei ey  Nos. 1,2  & 3 Clearance  Areas)  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  (No. 2)  19 65  in  the  case  of  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  2 and  3 containing  23  houses. 
In  the  ca.sc  of  Area  No.l  the  Minister  confirmed  the  houses  v/ero  unfit,  but 
considers  the  owners  should  bo  allo\7od  to  carry  out  works  to  inalce  them  fit.  One 
individually  unfit  house  remains  in  Area  No.l  which  will  bo  represented  to  the 
Council  in  due  course. 

The  areas  to  bo  cleared  form  part  of  the  development  plan  for  the  village  and 
will  be  utilised  for  Council  house  building  and  the  provision  of  a Community  Centre. 

Tlie  figures  in  Schedule  A show  there  are  some  325  properties  in  the  demolition 
class  still  to  be  dealt  with.

The 
slaughterhouse  at  Eardington  is  used  by  the  ov/ner  and  a contract  butcher, 
together  with  five  other  eutchers  four  of  r/hom  liave  their  shops  in  the  areas  of  • 
neii^ibouring  authorities. 

All  -preiiiises  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  relevant  Regulations 
relating  to  Hygiene  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty,  except  for  some  minor  defects  i:hich 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  owners  and  are  receiving  attention. 

MMT  III3PECTI0IT  31IR^/ICE 

A local  authority  is  required  by  the  Moat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  to 
inspect  all  moat  slaughtered  v;ithin  its  area.  The  Amendment  Regulations  of  I966 
enabled  local  authorities  to  fix  the  times  when  slaughtering  may  take  place  and 
negotiations  are  proceeding  to  this  end.  In  addition,  no  meat  may  now  be  removed 
from  a slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  inspected.  This  Regulation  nas 
necessitated  longer  and  more  frequent  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  during  I966  were  inspected,  but  this 
v/as  only  achieved  by  your  Officers  working  outside  normal  working  hours  and  also 
on  Sundays, 

Total  total  number  of  animals  inspected  was  9» 903  as  compared  with  7 >774 
during  the  previous  year,  on  increase  of  21%.

Cysticercus  Bovis  in  the  form  of  single  degenerated  cysts  v;ac  found  in  the 
hearts  of  feo  bovine  animals,  but  other  parasitic  infestations  accounted  for  many 
of  the  other  organs  condemned. 

Lilany  "casv<alty’'  animals  v/ere  again  submitted  to  the  iiardington  slaughterhouse 
and  these  received  sxoocially  careful  inspection  before  being  passed  as  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

The  facilities  afforded  by  the  Ministry  of  xi.gricult\iro,  Fisheries  and  Pood 
Veterinary  Laboratory  verc  utilised  during  the  year  on  tuo  occasions.

POULTRY  DRESSING  PRMSES 


There  are  now  eight  premises  in  the  district  carrying  on  the  regular  business 
of  dressing  poultry  for  sale. 

It  is  recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  tlmt  it  is  impracticable  for  local 
authority  inspectors  to  examine  every  bird  or  carcase.  Ho¥/ever,  a code  of  practic 
of  sus]pect  conditions  has  been  circulated  to  all  occupiers  of  such  premises,  and 
they  are  asked  to  xDlaco  on  one  side  suspect  birds  for  examination  by  a qualified 
inspector. 

It  is  hoped  tlmt  it  ¥/ilI  be  possible  during  the  forthcoming  year  to  com,.aonce 
regular  visits  to  such  premises. 

OTHER  POOD  PRQIISES 


It  is  unfortunate  that  other  work  has  prevented  your  inspectors  carrying  out 
the  nuiiiber  of  visits  to  food  premises  as  would  bo  desired.  The  regular  routine 
ins^Joction  of  both  food- preparation  and  retail  premises  is  essential,  to  ensure 
that  the  consumer  is  iprotectcd  by  correct  compliance  with  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act 
and  its  relevant  regulations.  All  too  often  previous  exjperionce  has  shown  t’lat 
any  relaxation  in  this  -jork  lie.3  in  many  cases  resulted  in  a lov/ering  of  hygiene 
s tandards . 

It  is,  therefore,  hox^cd  that  more  ooportuiity  will  be  possible  during  the 
forthcoming  year  to  give  this  v/ork  the  attention  it  warrants.

1.  EIP/IRORMEITi^L  HEALTH 

a)  V/ater  Supplies 

Tlie  main  piped  supplies  are  imder  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Vrater 
Board.  Copies  of  reports  on  all  samples  taken  are  sent  to  the  Board  for 
information. 

44  water  samples  were  taken  in  I965  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Shrewsbury.  The  samples  were 
reported  on  as  followss- 

Satisfactory  Unsatisfactory 

Main  supplies  .14 

Private  supplies  8 22 

The  main  v;ater  supplies  show  a consistently  good  standard  over  the  year, 
but  in  general  most  of  the  private  v/ater  supplies  show  a variable  standard  of 
purity  and,  except  for  the  larger  private  estate  supplies,  are  very  unreliable. 

The  small  hand  pump  and  pressure  filters  installed  where  a private  supply 
is  unreliable,  continued  to  ensure  that  a pure  supply  of  drinking  x;ater  is 
available  in  each  household  where  this  is  provided.  The  efficiency  of  these 
simple  filters  is  quite  remarkable  and  means  that  no  household  need  be  without 
pure  drinking  water.  Well  water  with  a coliform  count  of  180+  per  100  ml.  was 
found  to  have  a nil  count  after  filtration. 

b)  Sewage  Disposal 

Nightsoil  continued  to  be  collected  weekly  in  the  Madeley  lJa,xd  by  emptying 
pails  into  a removable  container  placed  in  one  of  the  refuse  vehicles.  With  the 
demise  of  the  Borough  timed  for  April,  I966,  it  is  too  late  to  alter  this  most 
unhygienic  system  of  sewage  disposal  with  its  attendant  dangers  to  Public  Health. 

Where  earth  closets  exist  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough  no  such  service,  such 
as  it  is,  is  provided.  The  occupiers  here  must  resort  to  birrial  in  the  garden. 

Ho  provision  has  ever  been  made  in  the  Borough  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
or  septic  tanks.  It  v;as  left  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  to  request  the 
nei^ibouring  smaller  authority  (Dav;ley  Urban  District  Council)  to  provide  this 
service  for  which  they  had  to  pay. 

By  September,  1965  the  remaining  properties  served  by  the  Aqueduct  Sewerage 
Scheme,  which  could  be  conneoted  to  the  sewer  had  been  so  connected.  An  Average 
grant  of  £20  per  dr/elling  wns  paid  to  owners  of  the  properties  concerned. 

c)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  weekly'  throughout  the  Borough  except 
in  the  outlying  parts  whore  the  collection  is  fortnightly.  This  service  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Surveyor's  Department.  ' 

Three  refuse  tips  are  in  use  in  the  Borough;  disposal  ies  by  tipping  and 
surface  dressing.  The  method  of  tipping  leaves  much  to  be  desired  but  is  mainly 
governed  by  finance. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Iron  Bridge  has  a deep  face  which  renders  the  control  of 
rat  and  fly  infestation  most  difficult  to  keep  within  reasonable  limits  and 
nuisance  from  tip  fires" is  sometimes  the  cause  of  complaints, 

Llany  oomj)laints  are  received  by  the  Public  Health  Department  which  has  grea-> 
difficulty  in  controlling  this  infestation  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  tipping 
methods.  ’ 
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d)  Rodent  Control 


One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed,  spending  tv/o  v/eeks  of  his  tine  T/ith  the 
Borough  of  ‘A^'enlock  and  every  third  v;eek  uith  Bridgnorth  Borough.  This 
arrangement  means  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  must  deal  with  infestations 
needing  urgent  attention  during  this  week.  This  arrangement  is  most 
unsatisfactory,  since  treatment  of  premises  cannot  always  be  followed  through 
effectively.  No  alteration  to  this  arrangement  is  recommended  at  present, 
hov/ever,  imtil  the  effects  of  re-organisation  has  been  considered. 

Contracts  for  Rodent  Control  this  year  increased  by  seven  to  thirty. 

Refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  inspected  for  the  presence  of 
rats  and  any  infestation  promptly  dealt  with.  Sewers  were  test-baited  twice 
during  19^5  as  required  by  the  Ministry  and  the  small  infestations  found  were 
treated.  The  old  culverts  draining  properties  in  Iron  Bridge  direct  to  the  River 
Severn  are  a constant  reservoir  of  rat  infestation  in  this  area.  It  is  impossible 
to  treat  these  sev;ers  adequately,  and  in  most  instances  not  at  all,  because  of  the 
absence  of  manholes  or  other  access  points.
